NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On June 16, 2010, at approximately 2143 hours, Deputies Daniel Mailloux an 

ere working Lakewood Station Unit 133E PM shift, They responded to a 
call regarding a call of “illegal shooting” in the vicinity of Eucalyptus Avenue, 
Bellflower. The call additionally stated five shots were heard, but nothing was seen. 


As the deputies approached the location, they encountered a security guard who 
indicated he heard shots being fired in the vicinity. The deputies then made contact 
with the property manager of the location who directed them to the rear parking lot of 
the location and described the involved parties wearing gray colored shirts and black 
pants. While speaking with the property manager, Deputy Mailloux saw two individuals 
(Witness mee Suspect Luckett) matching the description at the end of the 
driveway to the rear parking lot. 


Deputy Mailloux drove to the rear parking area, while Deputy valked through 
the carport area. When Deputy Mailloux arrived in the rear parking area, he ordered 
Suspect Luckett and Witness L to raise their hands and walk to the 
hood of the patro! car. Witness omplied with the orders. Suspect Luckett, 
however, raised his hands as he walked toward the hood, but then dropped his left 
hand toward his waistband. Deputy Mailloux again ordered Suspect Luckett to raise 
his hancs and he complied. Suspect Luckett then placed a beer he was holding in his 
right hand on the hood of the patrol car and quickly moved his left hand to his rear 
waistband area. 


Fearing Suspect Luckett was arming himself and in fear for his life, Deputy Mailloux 
fired one round at Suspect, striking him. 
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Suspect Luckett sustained a gunshot wound to the upper torso. He was transported to 
Long Beach Memorial Hospitai where he was pronounced dead. No weapon was 
recovered, but one expended .45 caliber shell casing from Deputy Mailloux’s weapon 
was recovered at the scene. 


The following review is based on written documentation, interviews of witnesses, 
involved deputies, and medical staff.

INVOLVED DEPUTY’S STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Daniel Mailloux, AM was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Jeff 
Leslie and Adan Torres on 06-17-2010, at approximately 0415 hours. Internal Affairs 
Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Jimmy Rios interviewed Deputy Mailloux on 08-18-2010. 
The following is a summary of both inierviews. 
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Deputy Mailloux said he was working with Deputy A whaig hi ularly 
assigned partner. He said he had been partnered with Deputy or 
approximately six to eight monihs. Deputy Mailioux stated his shift began at 

hours and was scheduled to end at Sii hours. He further stated he did not have 
court prior to the beginning of his shift, nor had he worked a double shift. Deputy 
Mailloux told Investigators he was the driver of the patrol unit they were assigned to 
work and Deout «< the passenger. 


Deputy Mailloux said his shift began as usual and the only variation from routine was 
the fact the station was on seif-dispatch, meaning patrol units were generating paper 
logs, as opposed to computer generated logs. Deputy Mailloux said his shift began as 
usual and was not very active. He added he and his partner had not received a call 
prior to the “shots fired” call. 


Deputy Mailloux said he and his partner received a “shots fired,” call on Eucalyptus 
Avenue. Deputy Mailloux said the call stated five shots were heard. Deputy Mailloux 
looked at the information on the cal! and saw it was in an area he was very familiar 
with. Deputy Mailloux said he knows Eucalyptus Avenue is a busy street, indicating 
there is major gang and tagger activity on that street. 


Deputy Mailloux said he and his partner arrived at the location of the call fairly quickly 
after receiving it. He said Deputy Taylor was the handling unit on this call and he and 
his partner were assigned as assisting units. Deputy Mailloux said he was told by 
Deputy Taylor to go ahead and respond to the location of the reported shooting, 
because he was in a two person unit. 


Deputy Mailloux said, as they were driving north on Eucalyptus Avenue, he saw a 
security guard standing on the street. He told — AM ask the security 
guard if he heard any gunshots. Deputy Mailloux said the security guard stated the 
gunshots came from further north on Eucalyptus Avenue. Deputy Mailloux said he 
noticed there were several people cut on Eucalyptus Avenue who were looking around 
as if something had occurred. 


Deputy Mailloux said he noticed groups of people on both sides of Eucalyptus Avenue, 
as they drove north on the street. Deputy Mailioux said he saw a group of people 
standing by Eucalyptus Avenue. He said he also saw another gr le 
on the east side of Eucalyptus Avenue. Deputy Mailloux stated, Deputy 

asked the group on the east side of Eucalyptus Avenue if they had heard any 
gunshots. The group directed their attention toward [Eucalyptus Avenue, but did 
so in a discreet manner. 


Deputy Mailloux said this group did not want to attract attention and was not being too 
obvious about giving Deputies information. Deputy Mailloux said the fact the group 
directed them to Eucalyptus Avenue in relation to gunshots did not surprise him. 
He stated he has prior knowledge of this area and the fact the report of gunshots come 
from the area quite often. 
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Deputy Mailloux said he saw a Hispanic female (Later identified as Witness 
standing on Eucalyptus Avenue with a Hispanic male (Later identified as 
Witness| 


. Deputy Mailloux recognized this female as the manager of the 
ent complex a Eucalyptus Avenue. Deputy Mailloux said Witness 
yas translating for Witness pon contacting them. 


Deputy Mailloux said the information Witnes d = < — to Witness I 


to translate to them was not very clear. He, Witness as giving a lot 
of information and it seemed as if Witness as not translating it completely. 
Deputy Mailloux got the impression Witness did not want to be a “snitch.” 
Deputy Mailloux said the only thing he was certain of after receiving the translated 
information was the suspects were wearing gray with black shorts. 


Deputy Mailloux said he specifically asked if they, referring to the suspects, were in the 
back of the apartment complex. Witness| who was translating, told Deputy 
Mailloux “they are in the back." 


Deputy Mailloux said he asked Deputy Taylor, another responding patro! unit, to set up 
in a trailer park, which is situated west of the apartment complex. Deputy Mailloux also 
attempted to summon a helicopter for this call, but did not receive any reply. 

Deputy Mailloux said the gate to the driveway of the apartment complex was open. As 
they were driving to the apartment complex, Deputy EEE saw two males come out 


of the neighboring locati they recognized from prior contacts. Deputy 
Mailloux stated De; lll: out of their patrol car. Deputy Mailloux asked 
wines ' e males he saw were the Suspects. Witness JF! 
Deputy Mailloux they were not. 


Deputy Mailloux said he drove his patrol vehicle into the driveway of the apartment 
complex and saw it was a narrow driveway. Deputy Mailloux stated he saw two 
Hispanic males he recognized from prior contacts. One of these Hispanic males was 
wearing dark clothing, the other was wearing gray shorts. Deputy Mailloux said he 

he ordered these two males to walk to his patrol vehicle. He contacted these Hispanic 
males and detained one of them by placing him in the back seat of his patrol vehicle. 


Deputy Mailloux said, while he was detaining the first male in his patrol vehicle, Deputy 
a ee contact with the second male. As Deput as contacting the 
second Hispanic male, Deputy Mailloux saw Witness who was providing 
him with information regarding this call, attempting to gain nis attention. Witness 


old Deputy Mailloux the suspects were toward the rear of the apartment 
complex in the back parking lot. 
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Deputy Mailloux said he looked to the rear of the apartment complex and saw two 
males at the southwest corner of the rear parking lot. Deputy Mailloux asked Witness 
ME ¢ the two individuals in the rear parking lot were the suspects. Witness 

told Deputy Mailloux "that's them." Deputy Mailloux said he asked 
Witness| f the two Hispanic males they were detaining had any involvement 
in the shooting; she told Deputy Mailloux they did not. 


Deputy Mailloux said he and Deputy IEEE decided to contact the two individuals in 
the rear parking lot of the apartment complex. Deputy Mailloux decided to drive the 
patrol vehicle, traveling west on the driveway toward the rear of the complex, as 
Deputy | or his approach on foot traveling west in a walkway situated 
within the apartment complex. Deputy Mailloux said ke drove his patrol vehicle to the 
rear of the complex and saw a Hispanic male (Later identified as Witness anda 
Black male {Later identified as Suspect Luckett) stancing at the southwest corner of 
the parking lot. 


He positioned his patrol vehicle pointed in a southwest angle and turned on his spot 
lights, pointing them at the two suspects. After illuminating the suspects, Deputy 
Mailloux said he ordered them to show him their hands. Deputy Mailloux said he also 
ordered both suspects to walk toward his patrol vehicle. Deputy Mailloux stated he 
recognized Witness{llks a possible robbery suspect from a prior incident. He also 
recognized Witnes om a prior contact he had with him while working patrol. 


Deputy Mailloux said he saw Suspect Luckett had a beer can in one hand. Deputy 
Mailloux said he heard Suspect Luckett say “what's the problem?" as he put his hands 
in the air. Deputy Mailloux stated as Suspect Luckett began walking toward him, he 
put his hands toward his back, as if he was reaching for his back pocket. 


Deputy Mailloux stated Suspect Luckett continued walking toward his patrol car and 
upon reaching it, leaned forward, placing the beer can he had in his hand atop the 
hood of his patrol car. After placing the beer can, Suspect Luckett put his left hand 
back toward his rear again. Deputy Mailloux said he saw Suspect Luckett reach 
behind him a second time, he feared for his life, believing Suspect Luckett was 
reaching for a weapon. It was at this point, Deputy Mailloux fired one round from his 
handgun at Suspect Luckett, striking him. 


Deputy Mailloux said he noticed Suspect Luckett’s body was bladed toward him when 
he reached toward his back, causing him to lose sight of the suspect's hand. Deputy 
Mailloux said the first time the suspect reached toward his back, he lost sight of the 
suspect's hand, coupled with the fact he had just received a shooting call at that 
location and detained two individuals whom he recognized as gang members, made 
him feel very uncomfortable.

Deputy Mailloux added, the second time the suspect dropped his hand, he was 
standing in what Deputy Mailloux described as a combat shooting stance. Deputy 
Mailloux added, if the suspect did not have a beer can in one of his hands, the stance 
would be the combat shooting stance that Deputy Sheriffs are trained to take at the 
shooting range. 


Deputy Mailloux further added, the second time the suspect reached for his back, it 
appeared he was completely focused, and more deliberate with his movements. 
Deputy Mailloux said, it was at this point when he thought the suspect was going to pull 
out a firearm. 


Deputy Mailloux said he was standing approximately 3-4 feet away from the suspect, 
the second time he reached for his back. He added, he felt that if the suspect pulled 
out a handgun he was going to be in a “bad situation.” Deputy Mailloux said he 
thought this, because of the suspect's body positioning and the distance between him 
and the suspect. 


Deputy Mailloux said the first time he saw the suspect reach for his back, it looked as if 
he was checking to see if his weapon was in place. Deputy Mailloux added, the 
second time the suspect reached back, it was more intentional and looked as if he was 
retrieving something. Deputy Mailloux said he thought the suspect was going to 
retrieve something from his back. He felt the suspect would have been in a perfect 
combat position and would have a tactical advantage over him. 


Deputy Mailloux said after firing his weapon and striking the suspect, he continued 
focusing on the suspect to see if he was moving. Deputy Mailloux stated he also kept 
an eye on Witness ho was still standing at the hood of the radio car. Deputy 
Mailloux initiated an emergency broadcast on his Sheriff's Radio and requested 
assisting units to respond to his location. He advised assisting units he was involved in 
a shooting, informing them he had one suspect down. 


Deputy Mailloux said he saw Los Angeles County Fire Paramedics arrive at his 
location and render first aid to the suspect. Deputy Mailloux said he also saw assisting 
units render CPR (Cardio Pulmonary Resuscitation). Deputy Mailloux stated he was at 
the scene when the suspect was transported to the hospital by ambulance personnel. 
Deputy Mailloux said his backdrop was the block wall. He said the lighting conditions 
were dark except for his vehicle’s spotlight.

Sergeants Jack Ramirez and 
of Internal Affairs Bureau were also present. 


i! oe he was working 133E on the PM shift. He stated his shift began 


at ours and was scheduled to end at aka Deputy explained he 
was working his normal shift with his regular partner Deputy Mailloux. He indicated he 
and Deputy Mailloux had been regular partners since December of 2009. Deputy 

aid at the beginning of his shift, the station was on self-dispatch and they 
were preparing paper logs (rather than computer generated logs). 


Deputy MEE anes the beginning of his shift was business as usual. He 
stated he received an illegal shooting call sometime around 2200 hours, wherein the 


call stated five shots were heard at MME ucalyptus Ave. Deputy 

explained that he knows this location to be heavily populated with 18th Street gang 
members. Deputy ER so indicated the call itself indicated “do not contact the 
informant.” Deputy Bere’ he has been on that particular street on prior 
occasions and knows 18th Street gang members congregate there. 


Deputy ME recalled driving north on Eucalyptus from Flora Vista, when he saw a 
security guard on the east side of the street talking with a female. Deput 

said these individuals indicated they had in fact heard gunshots up the street, further 
north. Deputy EM said he and his partner continued north on Eucalyptus, when 
they saw five to six people on the street. He indicated upon inquiring as to the 
gunshots with this group, they nodded and pointed toward the Eucalyptus address in 
the general direction of the apartment compiex. 


Deputy stated while at the location, he and his partner were flagged down by 
a Hispanic female (Later identified as Witness] at the complex, who was 
with a Hispanic male (Later identified as Witness Bho translated for her. He 
stated these individuals told them two males had fired shots at the front of the complex 
and then went toward the back of the complex. He indicated Witness said 
one of the individuals was wearing gray and one individual was wearing black. 


Deputy id he saw two males coming out cf the apartment complex he 
recognized as 18th Street gang members. He stated these two males walked from 
within the complex and continued north on Eucalyptus on the west side of the street to 
one property north of their location. He stated he alsc saw these two males walk back 
toward the apartment complex, one continuing to walk west up the drive way as the 
second walked south, stopped, and again began to walk back toward their location. 


He stated during this time, he and his partnery iin the street speaking with the 
male and the female (Witnesses =: > 
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deputy ic Deputy Maiiloux pulled the radio car into the driveway, as he 
remained at the driveway entrance, on foot, watching the two Hispanic males he saw 


in the front of the complex. Deputy [EEE sai his partner, Deputy Mailloux, made 
his way about 25 yards down the driveway and was near a covered parking garage, 
when two other males appeared and were detained by his partner. 


Deputy E: he joined Deputy Mailloux in the detaining of the two individuals, 
whom he also knew as one 18th Street gang member and one associate. He 
indicated he knew one individual as "| or "J" an 18th Street gang 
member and the associate as whom ne believed to be a tagger. Deputy 

explained during this time, Wines: MR approached them once again 
rather frantic. He stated she spoke with Deputy Mailloux, who in turn relayed to him 
that two individuals in the back of the complex were responsible for the shooting. He 
stated he and Deputy Mailloux devised a plan in which Deputy Mailloux would drive 
and he would continue on foot toward the back of the apartment complex. He stated 
the two males they were detaining were released and walked south away from their 
location 


Deputy me. Deputy Mailloux drove west through the driveway and he 
proceeded on foot walking through the covered parking area. He stated he saw two 


individuals in the southwest corner of the lot, one of whom he described as a 
Hispanic male (Later identified as Wi , the other being a Black male (later 
described as the Suspect). Deputy said he recognized Witnesses an 
18th Street gang member associate. 


Deputy ic as he was walking, he saw two vehicles parked in the corner 
with the two individuals (Witness and Suspect) situated between them. He stated his 
partner Deputy Mailloux pulled up and exited their radio car, giving commands and 
pointing his weapon at tt individuals. He stated this caused him to run in order to 
join his partner. Deputy en Witness I was cooperative and 
complied with the commands given. He additionally explained the Suspect had a beer 
in his hand and both hands up in the air. He stated the Suspect then dropped both 
hands, at which time both he and his partner commanded once again for him to place 
his hands up. 


He stated Witness Hi continued to walk and placed his hands on the hood of their 
radio car. He indicated Witnes: as on the left side of the Suspect and both 
were walking forward. Deput said he recalied Witness [ill ac his hands 
on the hood, wnen the Suspect dropped his hands and the commands toward him 
were given. He stated the Suspect continued to walk toward the radio car, placed the 


beer he was holding onto the hood, as his left hand came down and out of his view. 
He stated this is when his partner, Deputy Mailloux, fired. 
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Deputy EEE iterated that Deputy Mailloux gave the initial order, at which time 
Witnesslcomplied. He explained, as the Suspect dropped his hands initially, both 
he and his pariner gave commands toward the Suspect and upon the Suspect 
dropping his hands once again, was when Deputy Mailloux fired. 


He stated his partner Deputy Mailloux radioed they nad been involved in a shooting, 
broadcasting their location and requesting paramedics and assisting Deputy Sheriffs 
who arrived within minutes. He stated assisting units secured Witness the 
Suspect was searched at which time he, Deputy [J began chest compressions 
followed by full CPR (Cardio Pulmonary Resuscitation) by assisting Deputies. Deputy 
| he did not fire his weapon during this incident. 


Depuy Estate from where he was positioned, he only had a side profile view 
of the Suspect. Deput tated he saw the Suspect's left hand drop, 

however, he did the Suspect put his hand in nis pants pocket, his back, or 
his side. Deputy stated he was standing to the left of Deputy Maillo! 

Deputy Mailloux fired his weapon, so there were no cross fire issues. outy | 


said the lighting was bad, except for the patrol car spotlight 


Deputy avanti when he saw the Suspect drop his left hand the second time, he 
and Deputy Mailloux both gave commands to the Suspect to show his hands. He 
stated the commands he heard Deputy Mailloux give sounded with more urgency, with 
a scared tone in his voice.

NON-DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


saa Mr 2s interviewed on 06-17-2010, at approximately 0135 
hours by Homicide Detectives. vr sc he lives within the apartment complex 
where the Deputy Involved Shooting occurred. Mr. [said he heard four to five 
gunshots at approximately 2135 hours. Mr stated the gunshots were about 20 
to 30 feet away from his apartment. Mr I acicec, his apartment is situated at the 
northeast corner of the apartment complex, closest to Eucalyptus Avenue. 


Mr aid the gunshots were fired in rapid succession. He further described the 
gunshots as one after another, very close iogether. MrEEEaid upon hearing the 


gui told everyone in his house to “get down." After the gunshots stopped, 
Mr. ent to his window and looked toward the street. 


Mr sta id not see anyone in the street, adding it was dark outside. After 
doing this, H 911 and asked for a unit to respond to his apartment 
complex. He told the 911 operator he heard gunshots outside his apartment. 
Approximately five to ten minutes later, a patrol unit arrived at the apartment complex. 
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Mr. I said he walked outside and nae pm standing 
outside of the apartment complex. Mr. stated asked him to interpret for 
her as she was speaking with responding Deputies. Mr. Do a said "the 
guys" were standing toward the rear of the apartment complex. Mr. aid 


further stated there were a lot of “guys” at the rear of this apartment complex. 


Mr BE saic, after translating for B. he saw one of the responding Deputies 
drive toward the rear of the apartment complex and the other Deputy stay by the front 
gate of the apartment complex. M: A ert back to his apartment and stated a 
few minutes later he heard one gunshot come from the rear of the complex. 


Mr. ee: he saw the Deputy who stayed at the front of the apartment complex 
stand there for about two to three minutes. Mr. [baw the a drove 
toward tne rear of the complex drive all the way to the rear. Mr. tated after he 
saw the second Deputy, who was standing at the froni of the complex w: 

toward the rear, he went inside the complex and into his apartment. vt ste 


five to seven minutes later is when he heard the single gunshot come from the rear of 
the complex. 


va said the single gunshot he heard sounded approximately the same distance 
as the first volley of gunshots he heard before calling 911. He added the first volley of 
gunshots he heard sounded louder than the single gunshot he heard come from the 
rear of the apartment complex. 


Mr BE stated after hearing the single gunshot at the rear of the apartment 
complex, he saw additional responding Deputies arrive at the complex. Mr. IE 
said it is common to see several young males congregating at the front of the complex 
smoking marijuana. Mr. o: it is also common to hear gunshots come from 
the rear of this apartment complex and said he hears gunshots about once a month. 


Having nothing further to add, this interview was terminated.

Pie ae Ms. ae -: interviewed by Homicide Detectives on 
06-17-2010, at approximately 0217 hours. This interview was conducted in the 
Spanish language by Detective Adan Torres and translated by Detective Torres to the 
English language for the remainder of the group. Ms. a: she was the 
manager of the apartment complex where the shooting occurred. She stated she was 
speaking with a tenant within the apartment complex outside of the tenant’s apartment. 
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Ms. O= H she had just entered this tenant's apartment and sat down, when 
she heard approximately eight gunshots. Ms. MEM x 2ined the gunshots 
sounded as if they came from the front of the apartment complex toward Eucalyptus 
Ave. Ms. BE -piaincc based on hearing the gunshots, the tenant with whom 
she was engaged in conversation became concerned as to the whereabouts of her two 
sons. e MRR iinet she was asked to wait within the tenants apartment 
as that tenant attempted to locate one of her children, however, Ms. ERE aT) 
decided to leave the apartment shortly after the tenant. 


Ms. MBE explained she walked outside of her tenant's apartment and saw other 
tenants outside as well. She stated these tenants were inquiring as to whether or not 
she heard gunshots and was told by severai tenants the gunshots were coming from 
the front of the apartment Ms. aid she returned to her 
apartment and was told by ‘Witness to go inside because of the 
shooting. Ms. ent on to explain a shooting at that location occurred the 
night before as well, in the same area, near the front of her complex. 


Ms. EE plained she walked outside her apartment once again toward the 
front and into the street and w: d in order to get the attention of Deputy 
Sheriffs who had arrived. a ee she is aware of the fact that when 
Deputies arrive at her apartment complex, individuals who frequently gather at the 
location run to the back of the complex. 


Ms. a: as she spoke with the Deputies, she saw 
called him over in order for him to translate for her. Ms. 
asked o tell the Deputy Sheriff to drive down the driveway in order to check 
the rear of the complex. She said she informed to relay to the Deputy Sheriffs 
that someone was shooting and wanted the Deputies to check the rear of the complex. 
She stated she saw the patrol car drive down the driveway and she walked toward the 
rear of the complex, down the middie of the covered parking structure. 


Ms. ac she saw a patrol car stopped near the laundry room and one 
individual had been piaced in the rear of the patrol car, as another individual was being 
detained at the front of this radio car. She described both of the individuals detained 
by Deputies as Hispanic males in their twenties. 


Ms. E- -o she stopped near the Deputies location and saw one Deputy 
"checking" a Hispanic male and another Deputy Sheriff standing nearby. 

Ms M ~o -ici she waved once again to the Deputy Sheriff who was 
standing by calling him to her location, informing him there were more individuals in the 
rear of the complex. Ms. [NM said as she was explaining this to the Deputy 
Sheriff, she saw a family walking in the rear of the apartment compiex. The Deputy 
Sheriff asked her if the family were the individuals to whom she was referring. Ms. 
HEE x)!2'0 od she responded, "no," and pointed out two other individuals, both 
of whom are male, in the rear of the complex toward the farthest comer on her left. 
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WW ë the two males initially detained by the Deputies were released, 
both of whom collected their belongings and ran. She stated upon leaving, one of the 
Hispanic males shook his head as if he disagreed with what she was doing {informing 
the responding Deputies). 


vs. EE sic one of the Deputies drove the radio car down the driveway and 
another Deputy was on foot walking toward the location where she was standing. 

Ms. — recalled and explained to Detectives that as the two previously 
detained Hispanic males were leaving the location, they whistled as if giving a signal to 
the other individuals in the rear of the complex. 


Ms. SEE explained she saw a radio car parked perpendicular to the corner and 
saw one Deputy Sheriff on foot at the radio car as well. Ms. Pxplained 
once she saw the radio car arrive at the corner she began to walk back toward her 
apartment. She stated she stopped briefly to talk to another tenant and was telling the 
tenant the police were detaining people in the back of the complex when she heard 
one single gunshot. Ms. ae after hearing the gunshot, she saw the two 
initial individuals detained by Deputies running back down the driveway and both of 
them stopped near the laundry room. She stated these two individuals then ran once 
again out of the complex toward the street. Ms. EEE) said after the single 
gunshot, she saw other tenants exit their apartment as she returned to hers. 


Ms. ver on to say the night before this incident, she heard arguing and 
gunshots followed by laughter. She stated there are always young men in front of her 
apartment complex smoking marijuana. Ms dditionally said she has 
resided at that location for the past eight years and other than the night of the incident 
and the night prior, she had not heard gunshots before, except for maybe three 
occasions. 


Vs. nothing additional to add and the interview was terminated.

Mr. Hives the Hispanic male who was standing next to 
Mr. Luckett (Suspect) at the time of the shooting. Mr. W 5- detained, handcuffed, 
and transported to Lakewood Station, pending the interview by Detectives. Based on 
those facts and the limited information at hand, Detec:ives opted to advise Mr. f 
his constitutional rights. Mr.lilwas advised of his constitutional rights, which he 
stated he understood, waived, and agreed to speak with Detectives. 


Mr. Bia he arrived at the apartment complex on Eucalyptus sometime around 9 
or 10 pm. Wa Sac he walked to that location, where he usually hangs out. 
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Mr. Msaidi he is a member of the criminal street gang 18th Street. He stated he got 
jumped in when he was 8 years old. He added he has family who are members of the 
18th Street gang. 


vr ai, he was eating chips with his “black homie," (Later identified as the 
Suspect} whom he recently met. He elaborated he actually met him a day before. 
Mr. [said he and the Suspect were smoking weed in the back of the apartment 
complex. He stated it was he who was in possession of the marijuana, which they 
were smoking. 


Mr. Maid he recalled lights come toward him, while he was in the back of the 
apartment complex. He added he and the Suspect were standing at the south corner 
of the rear parking lot of the apartment complex. He explained, if you were standing 
on Eucalyptus Avenue facing the apartment complex, he and the Suspect were on the 
left side of the rear parking lot, indicating the southwest corner of the rear parking lot. 


MA SN he saw a Deputy get out of a patrol car. He additionally stated he saw 
both Deputies get out of the patrol car. Mr. heard one of the Deputies, whom he 
described as "the white one," say "let me see your hands," and “put your hands where 
I can see them." Mr. fbtated the Deputy who made these comments was the 
driver of the police car. Mr. B said he complied with the Deputie's instructions and 
put his hands where the Deputy could see them. He added his “Black homie" had 
been drinking and smoking weed and was "a little bit out of his senses." Mr. [said 
he heard the Suspect say "what you officers want?" 


Mr. EE- he was standing next to the Suspect, when they were both contacted by 
the Deputies. Mr said when he was initially contacted by the Deputies, he was 
standing still. Mr. stated the Suspect was walking toward the patrol car with a 
beer can in his hand. Mr. said he was walking toward the patrol car behind and 
to the left of the Suspect, as the Suspect began walking toward the Deputies. 

Mr Baia he heard the Suspect say “we are just chilling.” Mr. tated the 
Suspect made this comment before the Deputies told them to show their hands. 


vrai he saw the Suspect beer can in his right hand and saw the 
Suspect's left hand at his side. Mr. added as he was walking toward the 
Deputies, he had his hands up in the air because “he listened to the Deputy." Mr. 
said he saw the driver Deputy shoot the Suspect. He added he was at the hood of the 
patrol car with his hands in the air when the Deputy shot. He placed his hands on the 
hood after being told to do so by the Deputy. 
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mr Bi caia the Deputy who shot was standing at the patrol car's driver's side when 
he shot. Mr Bkdded the other Deputy got out of the right side of the patrol car and 
walked around the car. Mr. HBB EK he saw the passenger Deputy standing next to 
the driver Deputy after the shooting. UA stated he thinks the Suspect dropped 
the beer can. wa | said he heard one of the Deputies say "put your hands where | 
can see them" and stated he then heard a gunshot. Mr. Gi stated he was detained 
in the back seat of a patrol car after the shocting. 


Mr E the shooter deputies voice as intense and described it as “like all 
other cops." Mr. 'urther described the Deputy's voice as more intense than 
nervous, or scared. 


Mr BiB saia he reached the police car before the Suspect did. He stated he was 
about two feet in front of the Suspect as he got to the hood of the police car. Mr. 
stated after the shooting, it took approximately three to five minutes for ambulance 
personnel to arrive at the scene. 


Mr. Wate the Suspect was approximately the length of the patrol car, plus an 
additional two feet away from the Deputy who contacted them. Mr, tated, as he 
was walking toward the Deputies, he was looking at both of them. Mr] said on 
the night of this incident, he was wearing a black hoodie, tan panis and a basebail cap. 


Mr. saii he did not hear any gunshots before the Deputies contacted him at the 
rear of the apartment complex. o. M ll stated he gets high a lot and doesn't 


know if what he hears is real or not. Mr. aid he has never seen the Suspect with 
a firearm, and did not know the Suspect's real name ar if he had a moniker. 


Having nothing further to add, this interview was terminated.
